To  School  Superintendents  and  Principals: 

There  is  a  surplus  of  untrained  teachers  in  Mississippi, 
but  an  actual  shortage  of  several  thousand  trained  teachers. 
During  the  past  year  the  State  Teachers  College  placement 
service  has  had  calls  for  many  more  graduates  than  it  could 
supply.  The  shortage  has  been  especially  acute  for  men  teach- 
ers. In  science,  mathematics,  Latin,  hom^e  economics,  and 
coaching  we  could  probably  have  placed  twice  the  number  of 
graduates  we  had  available. 

Will  you  not  help  Mississippi  and  the  teaching  profession 
by  selecting  among  your  graduates  those  best  fitted  for  teach- 
ing and  insisting  that  they  come  to  State  Teachers  College  for 
four  full  years  of  the  best  training  available?

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  DEAN'S  REPORT, 
SEPTEMBER  1,  1934 


I.     ENROLLMENT: 

The  resident  enrollment  of  students  for  the  summer  quarter,  1934 
was  63.6  per  cent  greater  than  for  the  summer  quarter,  1933. 

During  1934  the  College  granted  139  B.  S.  degrees.    The  June  grad- 
uating class  numbered  fifty-nine;  the  August  class  numbered  eighty. 
n.     SCHOLARSHIP: 

The  average  instructor  at  State  Teachers  College  has  done  more 
than  two  years  of  graduate  work. 

The  percentage  of  student  failures  for  the  summer  quarter  was  one 
and  three-tenths  as  compared  with  three  and  two-tenths  percent  failures 
for  the  fall  quarter  of  1933.  Standard  achievement  tests  and  opinions 
of  instructors  agreed  that  the  chief  cause  contributing  to  this  decrease 
was  an  actual  improvement  in  scholarship. 

Seventeen  members  of  the  State  Teachers  College  faculty  spent  the 
summer  away  from  Hattiesburg  in  study  and  travel. 

in.     USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY: 

The  report  of  the  Librarian  showed  an  increase  of  10,642  in  the 
number  of  books  used  in  and  circulated  from  the  liibrary  for  the  summer 
of  1934  as  compared  with  the  summer  of  1933.  The  increase  was  even 
more  startling  as  compared  with  the  summer  of  1929.  In  June,  1929, 
with  a  student  body  more  than  twenty-five  per  cent  greater  than  that 
of  1934,  13,663  books  were  used  in  the  library.  The  figures  for  June, 
1934  were  15,106. 

IV.     EXTRA-CURRICULA  ACTIVITIES: 

Extra-curricula  activities  for  the  summer  included  a  dramatic  re- 
cital by  Noah  Beilharz  and  a  program  of  excerpts  from  well-known  light 
operas  by  the  Davies  Light  Opera  Company,  as  well  as  weekly  lectures 
at  the  assembly  hour  by  well-known  educators  of  Mississippi,  and  num- 
erous social  events  under  the  auspices  of  the  faculty  committee  on  student 
social  life  and  the  religious  organizations  of  the  College.  A  story-telling 
hour  was  conducted  each  Tuesday  evening  in  the  formal  garden  by  the 
English  faculty,  assisted  by  members  of  the  music  faculty. 

The  Sunday  evening  vesper  service  and  the  Wednesday  evening 
denominational  religious  activities  were  maintained  throughout  the  sum- 
mer. Five  of  the  churches  of  Hattiesburg  regularly  operated  busses  to 
transport  students  to  their  Sunday  morning  services.  The  average  at- 
tendance at  the  Friday  voluntary  chapel  service  exceeded  two  hundred. 

Seven  student  and  faculty  religious  workers  of  the  College  attended 
various  summer  conferences  and  assemblies  in  Mississippi  and  other 
states. 

During  the  summer  quarter  164  students  participated  regularly  in 
tennis,  108  in  basketball,  sixty-five  in  football,  and  twenty  in  baseball. 
The  Department  of  Physical  Education  estimated  that  two  hundred  other 
students  took  part  with  some  regularity  in  swimming,  golf,  volley  ball, 
and  other  sports.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  State  Teachers 
College  summer  school,  a  regular  varsity  baseball  team  played  a  com- 
petitive schedule. 

The  State  Home  Economics  Conference  was  held  at  State  Teachers 
College  during  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  summer  quarter.  It  was  attend- 
ed by  twenty-two  teachers  of  home  economics  and  was  conducted  by  state 
and  national  home  economics  workers  with  the  assistance  of  the  State 
Teachers  College  faculty. 


V.  PLACEMENT: 

Every  member  of  the  1934  graduating  class  who  registered  with 
the  Placement  Service  has  been  placed  in  a  position,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  one  student  from  whom  it  has  been  impossible  to  secure  a 
report. 

VI.  CURRICULA  CHANGES: 

An  extensive  system  of  guidance  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  has 
been  set  up  to  begin  operation  with  the  fall  quarter,  1934.  This  system 
includes  the  assignment  of  various  student  groups  to  definite  members 
of  the  faculty  for  advice  and  guidance,  the  establishment  of  a  testing 
program  to  determine  weaknesses  of  entering  freshmen  and  the  coupling 
of  this  program  with  definite  coaching  procedure,  regular  reports  from 
the  instructors  to  the  Dean  concerning  the  students  who  are  deficient  in 
scholarshin,  great  increase  of  frequency  of  conferences  between  students 
and  instructors  and  between  students  and  officials  of  the  College,  and  the 
organization  of  a  two-hour  course  for  the  orientation  of  freshmen  in 
college  life. 

Faculty  committees  are  establishing  definite  procedure  for  a  pro- 
gressive revision  of  the  College  curricula  to  meet  changing  conditions  in 
Mississippi  and  changing  educational  concepts.  Other  faculty  committees 
are  coordinating  the  work  of  the  College  with  that  of  the  demonstration 
school  to  increase  the  use  of  the  Demonstration  School  as  a  laboratory 
and  also  as  a  means  of  training  teachers. 

Actual  changes  in  the  published  curricula  of  the  College  effective 
with  the  beginning  of  the  1934-35  session  include  the  establishment  of 
five  curricula  in  music,  four  of  which  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music.  Several  new  cou-^e  offerings  have  been  instituted  in  the  College, 
including  courses  in  public  speaking  and  dramatics,  courses  in  Latin, 
advanced  German,  and  comparative  language  and  literature,  and  a  survey 
course  in  the  natural  sciences. 

A  required  physical  examination  for  all  students  has  been  instituted, 
and  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Physical  Education  is  correlated  with 
the  results  of  this  examination. 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Home  Economics  has  been  extended 
by  the  addition  to  the  home  economics  faculty  of  a  critic  teacher  for  the 
Demonstration  School.  This  critic  teacher  will  also  be  supervisor  of  home 
economics  for  Forrest  County,  thus  opening  to  State  Teachers  College 
students  of  home  economics  the  schools  of  the  county  for  laboratory  and 
observation  purposes. 

VII.  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  THE  COLLEGE  PLANT: 

When  the  present  building  and  improvement  program  has  been  com- 
pleted within  the  next  few  weeks,  more  than  $150,000  will  have  been  spent 
at  State  Teachers  College  during  the  current  year  in  an  extensive  program 
of  building,  repairs  and  beautification.  The  principal  items  on  this  im- 
provement urogram  are: 

(1)  The  construction  of  a  new  power  house  and  heating  plant  with 
repair  of  the  entire  heating  system  and  installation  of  a  new 
heating  system  in  the  new  auditorium. 

(2)  The  renovation,  re-lighting,  and  re-decoration  of  the  first  floor 
of  Science  Hall  so  as  to  double  the  capacity  of  the  library. 

(3)  The  repainting  of  all  wood-work  in  every  building  on  the 
campus. 

(4)  The  enlargement,  remodeling,  and  brick  veneering  of  the  de- 
monstration school  gymnasium. 

(5)  Improvements  on  the  campus  itself,  such  as  the  construction  of 
Lake  Byron,  the  landscaping  and  lighting  of  the  football 
stadium,  and  the  installation  of  several  hundred  feet  of  new 
concrete  walks.
